NOTIFICATION 
Medicinal and Toilet Preparations 

GS.R. 530(E).-—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 19 of the 
Medicinal and Toilet Preparations (Excise Duties) Act, 1955 (16 of 1955), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Medicinal and Toilet Preparations (Excise Duties) Rules, 1956, namely :-— 

1. These rules may be called the Medicinal and Toilet Preparations (Excise 
Duties) Amendment Rules, 1979. 

2. In rule 68 of the Medicinal and Toilet Preparations (Excise Duties) 
Rules, 1956, in sub-rule ID, after clause (4) following proviso uhall be in¬ 
serted, namely :— 

“Provided lhat the Drugs Controller, the Chief Chemist or the Advisor may, 
for reasons to be recorded by him in writing, depute the Deputy Drugs Conltoller, 
the Deputy Advisor in Indigenous System of Medicines, as the case may be, to 
attend any meeting of the Committee on his behalf.”
